TURKISH SUBJECTS IN CHINA. 
— ——_—_ -_- — 
(Daily Preas, October 2Bth.). 

Turkish subjects in Chi are ap 
parently left in some doubt as to 
which European Power is actually. in 
his country 
at the present time. Since China refused 
point blank to acknowledge the right of 
Germany to assume the pfotection of 
Turkish subjects in China, nothing has been 
heard of the question. Both, Turkey and 
Germany doubtlesa have beeh too much 
occupied with questions of greater moment, 
but we do not suppose that the last has been 
heard ofthe matter. That a proposition to 
assume the protection of Turkian subjects 
in China should be entertained by Germany, 
a nation who are generally credited with 
being .far-seeing diplomatists and with the 
possession of what is often more valuable 
than diplomatic talent—souhd common 
sense and prudence, must seém somewhat 
astonishing. When, some pee back, the 
question arose of Germany undertaking the 
protection of Christian Missidns in China, 
though it was at first anno that she 
was Willing to do so, it turned gut later that 
more pradent counsels had prevailed, and 
that the honour of dealing with the various 
hornets’ nests which such a step would in

her influence with the Ottomen Empire. 
It may reasonably be pba that it was 
mainly the latter consideration that induced '- 
Germ+ny to consider the question iu any 
way. Gartiany has by degrees estublished 
an inflnence with the Sultan, which exceeds 
tha: of any other European Power; and 
there seems to be a general acquisscence fa 
her furthering her interests in the “ Near 
East, '’ so loug as there is n0 direct inter- 
ference with those of other countries. It has 
thus become her policy to act as the chief 
friend of the Sultan, and the influence which 
she has by degrees acquired Is of consider- 
able importance. The i ea, therefore, of her 
acting as a protector of Turkish subjects io 
China might appear desirable as a meaue of 
consolidating her friendship with the Sultan 
without invurring na very grave is fare 
sibility, seeing how few Turkish subjects 
have found their way to the Celestial 
Kwpire. At the same time it is not to be 
overlooked that a step of this description, 
which appoars of little importance at one 
time, may from unforeseen developments, 
assume a very different as later on. 
The trouble which the Freach have bad fur 
many years as Protectors af Catholic 
Missions in China might form a warning to 
any other nation not to put itself ia 
similar position in a hurry. For a lon 
time France was looked upoo with natural, 
though uncalled for suspicion, by the Ohivese 
Government and Provincial officials, who 
qonaidered that her undertaking to deal with 
internal matters, which did not directly 
concern her, indicated some eccret 
dis'gns of aggression. This idea was 
soon spread by the Chinese army among 
foreign officials, and thus, by degrees, it 
became accepted by Chinese and Europeans 
alike. The effective result was that ordin-. 
ary diplomatic requests and representations 
by France were looked upon with far less 
favour thaa the same demands would have 
received if coming from other quarters, #0 
that the consequence of France being in the 
position of protector of Catholics was 
materially to weaken her influence both at 
Peking and in the Provinces. . 

Whether the advan that may ac- 
crue to Germany from doing @ friendly act 
towards Turkey will counterbalance the 
possible losa of influence and friendship at 
Peking is a question which will have to be 
carefully considered. So far as any ria 
manent cementing of good understanding 
between Turkey and Germany is concerned, 
the arrangement might be quite as likely to 
lead to disagreement. It ‘might: not be an 
easy task for any foreiga consul, acting on 
behalf of s»me small Turkish traders, to do 
what would be regarded from a Turkish 
point of view ag justice ; and a Protectorate 
which did not secure material advantage 
in such matters would soon come to be 
regarded with little consideration. Some 
rather complicated . at also might 
arise with reapect to Turkish opium, with 
regard to which it mighce not be very con- 
venient to bave to act the part of Ottoman 
champion. There are eg uestions. ee 
which would reqaire rather nice handling,

The 
action was one ia which the plainth® claimed for 
damages from the cofendants.for damage done 
to his property whi'e he was a tenant of the 
defendant. -Mr. Goldring appeared in person. 

The appellanta asked that the jadg moat 
should be set aside because (1) the Acting 
Pa‘sne Judge held that the defendants-had 
been guilty of negligence whereby the damage 
suffered by the plaintiff was baused; (2) be held 
that the landlords had means of kcowing the 
state of the roof and the gutters whereas tha 
evidence shows there was no! means of getting 
on to the roof; (3. he held that the negligence 
of the defendants arose from .the fuc's that the 
dimage was caused by the reason that either (a) 
the pipes had become choked by gradual 
accretion of matter exlouding over a long 
period of time or (b) the obstruction was the 
effect of the storm of July 29th, 1908, whereby 
inspection would have revealed the cocdition 
of pipes or gutters whereas there -was no 
evidence that the damage was orused by 
either of the above reas:ns. Farth«r that 
the decision was wrong in law that (1) 
he held no notios was necessary (2, on 
tbe facts found by the judge the plaintiff 
himself was negligent in vot giving notios 
to the defendants of the dampness of ths 
ceiling seen by him; (3) the pipes and gutters on 
the roof are part and paroel of the flat let t) the 
plaintiff by the defendants; (4) the covaznant in 
the agreement only extends tostractural defects 
of the roof and walls and not to choked pipes,

7 This money, sent out of the country, if kept 
at home, would make'a brighter industrial out- 
look, It should be understood that there is no 
poverty in these islands, as one knows 
verty in China. There is no fuel 
Bir to pay, and much food can be had for 
the picking all the year round. Rise yields 
in some cases one hundred fvld, but the 
processes are very crude, The pestilence 
which swept off three-fourths of the 
Caribou grovtly interfered with the rice ontpat, 
but even now it ia from twenty to thirty million 
dollars, In 1908, 8 very bad yoar, the importe 
in rico were twelve mil.ion dollars gold. The 
vernment is demonstrating on experimental 
‘arms dry cultivation, planting the rice witb 
drills and harvesting it with a self binder, the 
fields being flooded as needed, but, afterall, the 
° Agiatic must work it out hisown way. A law 
compelling every Hiipino to grow a certain 
amount of rice would seem a good one, but 
compulsory labour ia for theorists only in these 
latter days. The growing of copra, from the 
coooanut plant, is universal There is an 
increased demand for the oil obtained from this 
product, Cocoanut trees are ever in sight, 
especially near the sea, They come to searing 
in from seven to five years and it is estimated 
that each tree averages $1.00 a year profit. 
The tobscoo industry in the islands is in the 
hands of a few large companies, some of which 
sell to monopolies as Spain and Japan. There 
sre very large factories in Manila. 

Coffee, of which in 1883 7500 tona were 
exported, is very little grown now. An insect, 
Proving on the stem, appeared in 1892, and 
Ww science is ready to grapple the pest, there 
is as yet no revival in this industry although 
Philippine coffee is said to ba of veh isry 
quality. The islands car~- gold, whioh hig 
attracting’ much attention at the present, 
especially in Northern Luzon; the Iggoroties

yeuth are also being trained in West Point. 
Tho matter 5f education of Asiatics in America 
and Hoagland is mach debated here. Those 
who have read “The Broken Road,” relating 
the career of an‘ Indian prioce, bducated in 
England, who retarned unfit for life among 
his own people, recognise a atudy slong 
this live, nevertheless many Chinese youth 
have had the advantage of foreign study 
snd retarned to do their own ooustry 
good. The matter oalle for wisdom, but 
generally speaking, these people should’ be 
educated among their own people where they 
are todo their work, An admixture of foreign 
study ani observation is valuable for those who 
can stand it and at the right time. The 
American teecher usnally comes dut on a two 
years’ contract at $1,200 gold a year, Somoeare 
soon filled with discontent and the freqnent 
chauge iu this and other departments is 
uneconomic. The English and Dutch and 
other colonizers come to atay,—to make a life 
career. 

None of the American acbhievemen's 
excel the setting up of proper courts. 
There is s Supreme Coart of seven. headed by 
a Filipino with three associates of his race— 
as able, dignifisd aod blameless men as one 
can find in any nation. There iq a series of 
courts of the first instance of 14 judges, about 
four of whom sre Americans, the test natives. 
These courts yield good results although it is 
significant that the Filipinos sometimes 
petition that an American jadge may be 
assigned tbem. [ met the bar of sixteen 
Filipinos and one American at Tloilo, the 
former bright men, educated at Manils and 
abroad. They are loyal to the Government and 
enthusiastic. American lawvera who hava 
arlened Soanieh (court proceedings are in both 
languages) have prospered in the islands. 

Jn the 700 municipalities are jastice courts, 
headed bv a layman, a Filipino, where there is 
necesscrily a good deal of blundering and worse. 
But it was a great thing when the Filipino 
was able to know the charge against him, face 
his witnesses and bay a speedy trial on the 
merits of the oase. When one sees these 
things, ke concludes that the anti-imperialists of 
Boston.are wrong. I bad the same fasling 
coasting about the islands at night, 
where 120 lighthouses are now dashing 
safety as against 25 in the old days. 

The Spanish built 120 miles of railroad on 
Luson. Already this system has been extended 
and railroads are being built on three af the 
Visayan Ielands. e effects are already 
tremendoos in oivilising these thickly-popylated 
distriots, in bringing crops once sold for what 
they would bring, to a competitive market. The 
Goveroment is back of theso railroads to the 
extent of 4 per cent on the bonds, | travelled 
on all of them.

THE NEW GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
OF INDO CHINA. 
—$__<¢——___. 


ARRIVAL AT HANOL 


M. Klobukowaki, the new Governor-General 
of Indo-China, arrived at Hanoi on the 20'h 
inst, Both at Haiphong and Hanoi Hie 
Excellency received a magnificent weloome.. 
Great crowds assembled to oathusiastically 
great him aad the streets throagh which he 
passed ware déosrated with flags and foll 
triumphal aroties and mottées. On arrival at 
the Palacs at Hanoi, M. Morel, the Resident 
Ueneral, preseated an address of welcome in which 
recalled the words M. Paul Bert addressed 
to the Tonkinese people twenty-two years ago- 
setting forth the programme of French action. 
sod also a circular to the Residents saying: 
“ [t is necessary that, not by vislent or inter- 
mitteot manifestations, bat by continued action, 
patient and firm, you shall quickly persuade the 
people and the Mandarins, of the definite 
resolves of Franoe, of her keen desire to acoom- 
plish all the duties imposed and to us all the 
rights conferred by the Treaties. You will: 
show them clearly that the time for hesitation 
has passed and that the regular application of 
the Protectorate of France opens up for their 
country, so long disturbed, a new era, Obedience 
to the royal authority, the sorupulous execution 
of the laws of tha country, the protection of the 
inbabitants-and of their property, respect for 
loosl liberties, the re-establishment of seourity, 
the development of commerce, of industry, 
of agriculture, and, consequently, of the 
public wealth, ought to be the fruits. 
Farther, the interests of Annam and of 
France are intimately and iudissolubly 
bound together and this fundamental truth you 
taust leave no opportanity, no occagion, public 
or private, to develop sas abate 

Today, added M. Morel, after beicg the 
intimate collabsrator of M. Paal Bart, after 
having in diferent parts of the world, rendered 
highly appreciated services to the Govern, 
ment of the Rapublic, you come to ocoupy tho 
plice of bim whose premature end we all 
deplore. Inheritor of his traditions you come 
to take up his work. You will judge of the pro- 
gress which, during the period since you laid 
with M. Constans the foundations of the union 
of Indo-China, bags been accomplished, under 
the direction of the eminant mea who have 
succeeded him at the heal of the country and 
you will recognisa I hope, that, if muoh 
to be done to realise fully the desires of E'rance, 
she is entitled to congratalate herself on the 
results which have already been attained. : 

Miy it be permitted to your principal 
collaborator in Toogking, who in a sphere much 
more modest, was one of the first assistants of 
Paul Bert. and has not ceased to remember the 
gracious hospitality whivh he reosived from his 
direotor of the Cabinet on disembarking for the 
first time at Hanoi, to congrstalste himsalf upon 
having (he bonour snd the great \ opal of 
addressing youto-day, Monsiear le Gouverneur 
Général, and of giving to you the formal 
assurance that amoug the European population 
as among the natives your nomination has 
been welc med with the liveliest satisfaction. 

All have confidence in you; officials, coloniats, 
civilians and military, welcome with joy your 
arrival, Our devotion is assured; each [n his 
degree, offers you his entire co-operation fo 
farthering the prosperity of this country uuder 
the Protectorate of France. 

The Annamite Mandarins, upon the loyalty 
of whom our administration bas a right to count 
in returo for the numerous benefits which they 
have already derived, have looked forward also 
most happily to see at the head of the Govern- 
meat of (ndo-China the son-in-law of Paul Bert 
whose memory still lives in the minds of the 
native population. 

In the name cf all who havea worked here 
to further the renown of Franoa, I bid you wel- 
come, Monaiear le Governeur-Général, to Hanoi. 
1 desire most heartily that Tongking will 
yield all ‘tha fertile results ander your 
Government that you on heat : thank 

His EXcELL&NCY re : you, 
Monsieur le Résident dee Bar Youre words 
have touched me deeply. The splendid welcome 
which has been acco to me ag the repregev- 
tative of the Republic by the beantifal town of 
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Hanoi goes to my heart. You have ‘saluted 
also the memory of a man who has left here 
among all thoge who came in contact with him 
a lively remembrance. Collaborator of Gam- 
betta during| the. terrible year snd in the 
councils of the Government, an illustrious 


. savant, Paul Bert did not hesitate a day to leive

to satisfy. 


France to come himeelf to transform into 
action the proud words which he pronounced 
from the tribute of Parliament: “ Whbn the 
national flag is planted anywhere it ought 
not to be lowered or disregarded.”

You understand that at over and above all, 
dominating all the quarrels, the disoussions, 
the rivalries, mean and vain, there is the interest 
of the country. Itisto serve this superior in- 
terest, as I said at Saigon, at Hue in the 
presence of General Piel and just now at Hai- 
phong, that I come to apply hera a policy 
of goodwill, of concord and of union between all 
good oitisaus, between all well-wistiers, This 
polioy is the basis of the liberties and the rights 
of each, favouriog usefol enterprises and the 
employment of suspended aolivities in the 
quickest and best possible way ; bat it demands, 
in return, absolute respect of the law, regarded 
not only as the expression of the wish of the 
nation, the protector and the educator, but as 
the ‘necessary sifeguard of the general in- 
terests and, therefore, should be obeyed by all. 
It demands also respact for the authority who, 
interpreting ‘the law with benevolenos, applies 
it and will gontinae to app'y it, I give you the 
assurance, with a firmness which will not be 
relaxed, ° 

Those of you who know me know I am a 
man of no party, that I am not wedded to any 
system, but, of the work of my predecessors— 
Constans, my former chief, de Lanessan, Paul 
Doumer, or my friend Pau! Beau.—T will retaio 
all that can be retained and adapted {o the 
present situation. You know also that Tama 
pronounced adversary of a reign of outrage and 
violence, as of those utopias dear to those whom 
the Greek poet called ‘the clond gatherers” 
—theories which oan only raise ambitions, 
and appetites which we cannot and ought not 
; IT have no other pretension 
than to be % man seeking in good faith practical 
solutions and believing that it is his duty as a 
good citizen'to allow nothing to prevent their 
application. | You will aid mo in this search, 
you sus me in this effort, I appeal to 
you all to th lig end, to your good sense, to your 
spirit of solidarity and also to the sentiments 
you ought td heve of your true interests in this 
country.

It is stated that on the 7th 
instant Ho Chinkyo, the chief prieat of a local 
branch of the Jiten sect and thir!y-threa 
followers started on a pilgrimage to the head 
temple of the sect located at Gyokndo, in Jenra 
Hokudo, Korea. On their way thither the 


:, members meta party of Japanese gendarmes at 


the town of Shisho, and informed them of the 
object of their journey. The party, arrived at 
a town named Kyosanri rather late in 
the afternoon, and resolved to stay there 
for the night. Learning that a party of 
Japanese cavalry wore stationed in the 
neighbourhood, a messenger was sent to 
them to report their mission. The meesenger 


. did not retarn to the party. bat shortly after a 


body of Japanese cavalry arrived in the town 
and attacked the party in their lodgings, killing 


.fwenty-one by either shootir g or stabbing them, 


Only twelve mem'ers of the party, who hap- 
pened to be staying at hotels some distance 
away, escaped the massacre. The survivors 
reported the affair to the chief priest of the 
sect, and the news was subsequently transmi({ed 
to Li Yokyn. President of the Isshin-kai, pow 
staying in Tokyo. 

Li Yokyu, when interviewed by a Press 
representative in Tokyo, said that telegrame 
continued to reach him from Seoul askiog his 
immediate return to Korea to consider remedial 
measures, Ho had wired back warning the 
people to keep quiet until his return and not to 
entertain any grudge against the Japanese 
troops, as the tnaident must have occurred 
through « mistake or as a reanlt of false informa- 
tion, He would fully investigate the matter

We regret to record the dpath. in © oir- 
cumstances, of the Hon. Cecil Soott Napier 
eighth son (by the second wife) of Field-Marshal 
Baron Napier of ar dara ad half-brother of 
the present Baron. Mr. Napier, the N.-C. Daily 
News of the 19th inst says, was admitted to the 
Shanghai General Hospital about two weeks 
ago suffering from dysentery, from whioi he 
Was recovering when he had an attack of 
malaria, The patient became very depressed 
last week and on Friday he referred to the 
making eof his will Daring that night he 
was very restlesa and tha nurse who was 
with him waa the auditor of several snliing 
statemente by him.: Mr. Napier oocupi 
No. 18 room, which is in the first-class on 
the third story and a corner room facing 
Sochow Creek, Aboat 6 am. the nurse 
left her patient for a little while and dur. 
ing that interval the patient in the next 
room saw s man io pyjamas walk along the 
corridor in front of his room and m unt a Jong 
rattan obair which was near the veran 
bording, The other patient did not anticipate 
anything untoward taking place, but his-atten- 
tion was again drawn to the spot by hearing a 
noise and looking op he saw the man in the 
pyjamas disappesring over the verandah. The 
alarm Was given at once, but some Chinese had 
heard Mr, Napies'e fall into the courtyard, and 
when they rushed to him, he was dead. the head 
having been terribly injured. Other assistance 
wee immediately forthooming, bat it was of no 
avail. ¢ 

Late in the morning, H. B,.M's Coroner, Mr. 
G. W. King, opened an inquest on the body, 
bat adjourned his inqairy, after the evidence 
of one witness had been taken, antil Tuesday 
next.

The Foreiga Office ia issuing instructions on 
the subjcot mentioned Saigon as being in close 
touch with the provinces of Kwangtang and 
Fokien and as being one of the most prosperous 
business o3ntres in Annam. Of recent years 
the Tonkio Government had enacted new 
oppressive liws, the Chinese peop'e thera being 
looked upon as “fish and meat.” No Cuinese 
schoola nor even a chimber of comnieroe 
has been established by the Chinese in 
Saigon yet, thia being due to the stern aod 
severe atlitude adopted by the Government. 
The Chinese people are Oppressed and stand so 
‘much in awe of the Government that they dare 
not start these inatitutions ; besides there is 
a want of union amongst the Chinese 
there. The despatch goes on fo say that 
Haipbong is not far from the Provinces 
of Kwangsi snd Yunnan. Roads and 
waterways oonnect these two provinces and 
there is also the Tonkin-Yaonao railway. 
Affairo in Yunnan and Kwangsi appear to be 
controlled by the French Government. As to 
Java, it is one of the most imsortant of the 
southern Islands. There has been an emigration 
of Chinese to Java for several centuries, The 
have cnitiyated the land and developed tends 
there. Of late years the Datch Government 
has passed numerous new laws sad appoint d 
native officials to control the Chinese with 
the intention of puttiag a yoke on the Chinese
